Debate in the Canadian House, on 
the Dominion Budget.  -- 


In the House of Commons on March T0tb., 
after routine traneset of some un- 
important ages, Sif FradvisHincks made 
his budget speech im moving the House into 
Committee of Ways and Means. He spoke 
for an hour and a qdarter. The present 
financial and commercial condition of the 
country commended his attention,.and he 
remarked that Canada stood eighth, instead 
of eleventh as;last year, in the list of coun- 
tries trading with Bogiand, while the Domin- 
ion took, iu proportion to its population, 
more goods from England ‘than any other in 
the world, and three times xs much as the 
Americans, ‘From his estimates of revenue 
and expenditure be efpected a svrplus of 
$1,892,657 for the present year, subject to a 
deduction tor ‘‘anything. Parliament might 
vote for the present year.” ‘Turuving to next 
year be estimated the expenditure at $16,- 
393,808 ; and discussing ways and means be 
anticipated a revenue of $16,610,000. With 
due alluwances for suplementary estimates he 
looked tor a surplus of three bundred thou- 
sand dollars. But votwithstanding | this 
prospect he warned members not to expect 
any large reduction of taxation. He gra- 
cionsly consented to take off the 5 per ceu- 
duties imposed last session. 

Sir A. T. Galt, in a long and elaborate 
speech, closely critized the statement of the 
Finance Minister, aad condemned Fd fipao- 
cial policy of the Government. He agreed 
with theFinuace Minister's remarks ri 
the prosperity of the country, and advérted to 
the advantages of Uvomfeveration.
